The hotel clerk 
said that Mr. Norton had been there easly. 
He did not appear, however, and one by one 
the sockholders, who had engagements else- 
where, used some pretty bad language and 
departed. A notice on the door said that 
a meeting would be held at1lo’clock. They 
owned shares ranging from twenty-five to 
400 each. 

Dr. Ferris, an energetic and keen-looking 
New Englander, expressed his feelings with 
a force and fluency that at once won the 
admiration and confiduce of the 
other stockholders, and they im- 
plored him to act as spokesman, but 
he said he had to catch a train. As he 
left he said:

Manager R. L. Spencer's Record. 


R L. Spencer, the Tallapoosa developer, was’ 


born about thirty-five years ago in Essex, 
Conn. First, while a very young man 
in his native town, and later, on a larger 
scale in. Hartford, Spencer pushed the 
‘novelty” business. The novelty company, 
of this city, which flourished about eight 
years ago, was one of the pioneer concerns 
that lived on deceptive advertisements of 
large bargains for a few stamps. From a 
beginning of a dozen illuminated cards for 
three two-cent stamps, he was soon sending 
watches and clothes, collar buttons and 
shoes through the mails in such quantities 
that the force of the Hartford postoffice 
had to be considerably increased. His 
stamp purchases soon formed a large 
proportion of the receipts of the office. 
Becoming more ambitious, he formed the 
R. L. Spencer Company, went into a big 
factory in Wallingford, professed to manu- 
facture nearly everything that he previous- 
ly bought, and started with several hun- 
dred hands. 

After a brief career, the company fail- 
ed for about sixty thousand dollars, and 
many small Connecticut investors were 
left with empty pockets. Then he went 
to the neighborheod of Boston, continuing 
in the same line of business. He issued 
here his gold watch adveftisement that did 
not advertise a gold watch and missed it 
so cleverly that it became famous as an 
advertising tmilsrepresentation. 

The postal authorities, who had long 
watched him closely, came down on him 
at this time, but a clever technical de- 
fense made them drop the charge.

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Home Rule for Ireland. 

Yesterday’s dispatches from London es- 
tablish the fact that after two weeks of 
hard fighting at the polls, the advocates 
of home rule have vanquished the tories, 
and that all the gains from now on will 
but add to the liberal majority. 

This means that the war between Saxon 
and Celt has drawn to a close; that Ire 
land will have home rule; and that in 
her possession of it she will be backed by 
the stalwart democracy of England. 

Home rule may be delayed—the house 
of lords may interpose its arm between 
the will of the people and its achievement. 
If so, home rule will not suffer; it will 
then become a question of home rule 
not only for Ireland, but for England 


as well, and the house of lords will be 


swept out of existence. The democracy 
of the empire has been aroused and the 
man or party which stands in the way 
will feel the crushing weight of popular 
indignation. 

The fact that the battle now impending 
in Great Britain has been so close does 
not mean so much that the liberals have 
been weak, as that the conservatives have 
been desperate. The latter well know 
that behind Irish home rule there stands 
demanding settlement the enfranchise- 


ment of the masses, the destruction of | 


class privileges, the perfect freedom and 
equality of every citizen. The war on 
home rule, then, has been waged as the 
last desperate struggle for the mainte- 
nance of rank and class. The aristocracy, 
the government retainers; the small pen- 
sioners attached to every ducal family, 
the Iow-born rich who hope to buy cor 
onets; the squireens—all have joined to- 
gether for the purpose of stemming the 
tide of progress. The fact that the liber- 
als should have gamed a majority at all 
is surprising; the men who have made 
the liberal victory a reality stand as the 
advanee guard of progress, and will grow 
with years, while the conservative hosts 
will seatter under their defeat.

Under the skillful leader- 
ship of Mr. Parnell, 86 of the 103 Irish 
seats had been won by home rulers. Then 
came the unfortunate cloud under which 
the former leader went out of life.
